1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...forming a gate cap dielectric on the layer of amorphous silicon; 

providing at least one spacer adjacent the layer of amorphous silicon; and 
exposing the amorphous silicon to a temperature sufficiently high to convert the 
amorphous silicon to polysilicon after the at least one spacer has been provided, as 
required by claim 1 ; 

... ...forming a gate cap dielectric on the layer of amorphous silicon; 

providing at least one spacer adjacent the layer of amorphous silicon; and 

performing a rapid thermal anneal at a temperature of at least approximately 
750° C after the at least one spacer has been provided to convert the amorphous 
silicon to polysilicon, as required by claim 10; and 

... forming a gate cap dielectric on the layer of amorphous silicon; 

providing at least one spacer adjacent the layer of amorphous silicon; 

providing a second spacer adjacent the layer of amorphous silicon; and 
exposing the amorphous silicon to a temperature of at least approximately 750° C after 
the second spacer has been provided to convert the amorphous silicon to polysilicon, 
as required by claim 16.
